Scots angry 
at salmon 
slaughter

Guardians of the Scottish 
salmon are protesting angrily 
at the “scandaloas” slaughter 
inflicted by fishermen south of 
the border on salmon returnîng 
to the Tweed. 


Details of the latest catch 
returns from the Northumber- 
land drift net salmon fishing 
have disclosed that 70,000 
salmon were caught last sum- 
mer using monofilament drift 
nets. The Scots calculate that 
94 per cent of the fish were 
returning to Scottish east coast 
rivers. 

Nîr William Thomson, chair- 
man of the River Tweed 
Commissioners, said yesterday: 
“It is quite scandalous that the 
Government continues to turn A 
blind eye to this slaughter of 
returning .Scottish salmon at a 
time when there is mounting 
coucern over dirninîshing 
stocks.” 


Unlike river boards in 
England, which are supported 
by local ratepayers, the Tweed 
and other Scottish rivers have 
to finance bailiff forces aud 
improvement withoot govern- 
ment assistance. The income to 
manage the rivers, the liveli- 
hood of traditional rivermouth 
netsmen and the retırn from 
tourists who pay for a day's 
fishing, are all {eared to be at 
stake. 

MIr Thomson said: “It is 
galling that English nets can 
intercept salmon only 2 few 
miles from our rivermouth, 
uqsing these deadly drift netting 
techniques which were oaut- 
lawed in Seotland years: ago, 
and still contribute absolutely 
nothing to the management 
costs of the parent river".

He ruled, however, that a 
surgeon who failed to inform a 
patient that an operation 
carried a small risk of 
to the spinal chord did not act 
negligently. 

With two other judges he 
dismissed an appeal by MNirs 
Amy Sidaway, aged 73, who 
alleged negligence by the 
Bethlem Royal and Maudsley 
hospitals in south-east London 
im not warning ber of the 1 per 
cent rîsk involved. 

Mrs Sidaway, of East Dul- 
wich, south Loudon, sued the 
hospîtals over the operation in

Argentina’s

Brigadier Basilio Lami Dozo,

On Wednesday the Supreme 
Council ordered the arrest of 
Admiral Jorge Anaya. the 
former Naıy commander, who 
was one of the early advocates 
of the invasion. but kept 
virtually all the Navy's ships 
ou1 of action for fcar of altack 
hy British nuclecar-poucred 
submarines after the sinking of 
the cruiser, General Belgrano. 

Admiral Anaya was being 
held syesterdav at the Navy 
Mechanics’ School in Buenos 
Aires, a sile belicsed to have 
been used as 2 secret detention 
centre by the Navy during the 
military "s campaign lo etermi-= 
nate left-wing dissidenis in the 
1970s. 

The former President, Gen- 
eral Leopoldo Galtieri. the third 
member of the junta which 
ordered 1hc invasion. was 
arresled bv the same military 
court on Tuesday, and is being 
held at the Campo de Mayo 
Army base on the outskirts of 
Buenos Aires. 

The Supreme Council is 
courl-martialling General Gal- 
ıicri, Admiral Anaya, Brigadier 
Lani Dozo and 11 other officers 
for their part in the ill-fatcd war, 
after a special military 
commission accused them of 
negligent planning. inadequate 
preparation and military and 
diplomatic bungling once the 
fighuing began. 

Although the court's proceed- 
ings are secret. a military source 
saıd i1 could reach a verdict in 
the cases of ihe three junta 
members beiweco two weeks 
and a month from now. 5 

The arrest of General Galtieri 
and his top commanders is 
simply a “prevenıive measure”, 
the source said, bascd on a 
presumption that they are guilty 
af at least some of the crimes of’ 
which they are accused.

Certainly it seems clear that in 
mounting a global atack on the 
South African economy we should 
not only be weakening onc of the 
possible forces for change in the 
country. but we should be attacking 
the South African government at 
one of its strongest points. The weak 
spot in the South African armour is 
nol economic but psychological - the 
cnormous longing, particularly 


amoung English-speaking whites, buf 
also among Afrikaners — to be 
axcepied as legitimate tnembers of 
the civilized western world, and to 
evade the proposition that apartheid 
debars them from this category. It 3s 
this desire that accouuts for the

passionate denunciations that the 
visilor constantly receives of the 
sports boycott, The truth is that this 
is one of the most effective weapons 
we possess, for NOt only does it hurt 
deeply but it cannoL. bv definitiop.

a domestic industry. It has already 
deracialized South African sport at 
the top, and. if it can beê made to 
hold. may eventually do the same in 
schools. 

To say this. of course, is to confess 
l0 a relatively high degree of 
impotence on the grand scale. and 
1he question naturally arises what 
European companies can do at 
factory and office level to help, The 
EEC and Sullivan codes of behav- 
iour for foreign firms arc under 3 
cloud at present. The ouble is {hat 
lhey concentrate heavily on pay 
rather than on {raining and pro- 


motion prospects; and their main .. 


effect has been 10 increase unem- 
ployment during the recession. by 
pricing blacks out of jobs. Is is also a 
malig paradox that many big 
British companies see no milage 
cither in doing more to help blacks 
or drawing attention 1o 1heir virtue 
in this respec. for hy doing so they 
merely remind 1he world of the very’ 
fan that causes them bad publicity = 
namely thcir presence in South 
Africa in the first place. 

Ht is here. in my judgment. that WL 
are at faull and South African 
accusations of hypocrisy are jtts- 
tified. It is admittedly hard lo sce a 
satisfactory substitute for our pre- 
sent Pecksniffitan offical policy of 
high moral disapproval and naked 
self-interest; it is. after all. in essence 
the policy of Mr Mugabe and 
President Machel. Nevertheless 
most British people go even further 
and, having pronounced an casy 


anathema upon Soush Africa, want 


the luxury of not having to think 
about it at all. This is an error. and 
not just a moral one. We arc present 
in South Africa for better ofr worse 
and we are 1hercfore obliged. in a 
sense. lo share its problems, if only 
10 protect our investment. We 
cannot do a great deal to bring about 
change in South Africa but we have 
an interest as well a5 a duly to do thê 
most we possibly can: and if that 
forces us to face some unpleasant 
reallies about our moral position, 
so be it. . 


Last weekend the negotiations that 
have been going on between Souih 
Africa and Mozambique since the 
end of last year reached their climax 
in an orgy of satisfaction, if not 
goodwill. al! round. This agreement 
represents (whether western liberals 
like it or not) the triumph of South 
African external policy in the last 
five years. The expedient of 
“destabilizing” the front-line states 
has already worked in practice in the 
case of Zimbabwe and is now, 
apparently, bringing about at least a 
limited dêtente between South 
Africa and Angola. The Mozambi- 
que affair makes the victory explicit. 
It is qow shown. for all to see, that 
ideology gives way to power. These 
countries cannot escape from the 
strong gravitational pull of the South 
African sphere of economic and 
military influence and are therefore 
obliged, for the moment at any rate. 
to seek some kind of accommo- 
dation if they do not wish to pay an 
unacceptable price in penury and/or 
political disruption. 

This is a genuinely significant 
devolopmnent because it blocks for 
an indefinite period one of the main 
paths 1o change in South Africa 
itsell I immediate external pressure 
is now so easily checkmated, then. 
for blacks. the oniy hope of altering 
the balance of power lies in domestic 
resistance and eventually domestic 
violence. For the white South 
African the comfortable (and almost 
certainly delusive) moral will prob- 
ably be drawn that there is now a 
virtually infinite period of time 
available for slow. peaceful change, 
or for no basic change at all. 

For western govenmenls the 
dilemma is now quite acute. What 
are we {o do about South Africa? In 
the long nun our interests are quiie 
clear. They are. to put it brutally. 
that our Irade and investment in 
South Africa should prosper but nat 
at the expense of our even more 
valuable trade and investment in 
black Africa and in the rest of the 
Commonwealth. This implies that 
developments in South Africa 
should be such thal (a) the even 
tenor of economic intercourse 
should not be interrupted by 
holocausts. bloodbaths and the like 
and {b} that we should nol be 
obliged by UN resolutions and other 
pressures devised in black Africa to 
cut off economic links with South 
Africa on pain. say. ot finding, that 
all our assets in Nigeria are 
nationalizcd. 

These requirements, fortunately. 
concide 10 some extent wilh 
morality. for the only hope of 
avoiding having to choose between 
black Africa and white lies in the 
kind of progress towards racial 
equality that will avert an eventual 
tragedy in South Africa and also 
a ıhe pressure of the other 
African states. Instinct and interest 
both point therefore to a policy that 
will bring pressure for change lo bear 
on be South African government. 
The difficult qucstion. of course, is 
how much pressure. 

On this point I find that opinion 
in South Africa itself has shifted 
quite significantly in the last four 
years. Black radicals still demand 
total economic sanctions by the 
WeslL, irrespeclive of the conse- 
quences for their own people. But Î 
sense thal this enthusiasm is not 
quile so widespread as ii was. 
Perhaps aş wealth has spread, even 
to a very limited extent. in {he non- 
white communities, these fecl they 
have more to lose. The attitude of 
white liberals has also been modified 
- in this case mainly by the vivid 
demonstration in the case of 
Rhodesia of how incredibly difficult 
it is to make a irade boycoil effective 
cven in the case of a relatively 
unimportant economy {which of 
course South Africa's is not),

Best Beloved, that 
medieval dispute at least conırib- 
uled ã useful proverb that is still 
alive to the English language, “At 
sixes and sevens" commemorales 
the ancient rıvalry about who should 
go into dinner first, Or so we are 
about lo be told. 

Alas and of course. lıke so much 
neat folk ttymology. Ihe derivation 
is codswallop. The first wntten 
appearance of “at sixes and sevens” 
in English is in 1340, Chaucer in 


Trotlus (c. 1374) has {spelling 
modernized): 
Let Rot {hts wretched wac thine harf 
gnaw, 
But ranly, set the warid on Six

The professional relymologists

We are at sixes and sevens with our 
quincentenaries this ycar. Quingen- 
tenary is the word preferred by 
elymological purists, but analogy 
insists on “cent” coming in some- 
where. The College of Arms is about 
io celebrate the SÛ0th anniversary of 
the heralds’ first incorporation by 
royal charter of Richard III, and is 
already making territorial claims oq 
our envelopes with its commemoral- 
ive slamp. It may be trendy to sneer 
at the heralds as guardians of useless 
and snobbish lore. In fact. they are 
running a successful fund-raising 
campaign in the United States, and 
at the end of the year will present a 
quicentcnary cxhibition of heraldry 
in New Y'ark and other cities. { dare 
say it will be called Quincentennial 
over there. They are serious scholars 
in a romantic. If somewhat narrow, 
field of history. 

And here, hot upon thcir heels, 
comes an even dottier quincenten- 
ary: the Billcsdon Award. I have to 
warn You that il has to do with the 
livery companies of the Cily of 
London. so hold on to your hats, 
and be prepared for some prelly 
arcane stuff. 

The Merchant Taylors (sic, l1 am 
afraid) and the Şkinners. who tincd 
their clothes with fur. were crafl 
rivals in the Middle Ages in the City, 
Both companies were chartered in 
1327 within a few days of cach 
other. They dispuled bitterly, and 
often bloodily. about trade: and 
formally about precedence in the 
order of the companies going in 
processions in the City. Heads were 
broken about whether the Taylors 
should march sixth and the Skinners 
seventh, or vice versa. 


Eventually, on Spril 10, 1484, 
they submitted the dispute {o the 
lon of Sir Robern Billesdon, 
the Mayor. In a Judgmenl of 
Solomon he decided that they 
should alternate between sixth and 
seventh annually for evermore: 
moreover. cach company shouid 
dine cach other annually. And so

The modern church is scomful of 
individualism; hence its distrust of 
the present Conservative gOVErn- 
ment The experts in the bureau 
cracy arıd the bishops have charac- 
terized the present political leaders 
as exponents of individualism and 
critics of collectivism (which in a 
limited sense they are), 

Examination of the secular qual- 
ities of the modern Brilish state 
presents a sort of summary of some 
of the preceding features. For the 
churches have beer undergoing a 
process of internal secularization, 
brought about by their own action, 
and there can be no doubt that their 
‘purpose in this is a desire to adjust 
t0 contemporary SOCiety. : 

Tt must be emphasized that the 
slate is in all essentials secular. 
Mary churchmen - and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in his 
recently-published collection of 
addresses {called Hindows on 10 
God) shows that he is among them — 
cling to surviving evidences of the 
formal establishment of the Church 
of England as proofs that the state is 
no1 yel secularized. They see a 
popular yearning for some kind of 
religious presence in public life and 
believe that, provided care is taken 
to achieve an equitable balance 
between the denominations, the 
churches will continue to minister to 
the state in somme direct sense, 

But by almost all the tests that can 
be applied to show the existence of 
confessional principles at work 
within poliücal society. and in the 
operation of the constitution. the 
British experience at ihe present 
time shows itself to be secular. The 
key test iS not the formal consti- 
tutional sarvival of a state church, 
but whether it is allowed a religious 
role in the political fabric. The 
Church of England clearly is nol. 

Parliament no longer consults the 
church when legislaüing on even the 
most obvious “moral” issues. The 
presence of the bishops in the House 
of Lords might be regarded as a form 
of consultation. but in practice the 
bishops do not acî in the Lords as 
spokesmen for the church and for 
Christian morality. They speak as 
individuals. : 

These iben. arc four character- 
istics of the modern slate which are 
moulding 1he identity and describ- 
ing the practice of the churches: 
democratic, bureaucratic. collecti- 
vist and secular. The end result is a 
tendency for the churches t0 act 
more as moral agencies and 
propagandists for social reform than 
as the authentic vehicies of spiritual 
mysteries. This may also be a key to 
heir continued decline. Many 
people simply do not find churches 
religious enough, 

here is a general inclination 10 
describe the nature of religion in 
terms of attainable ends. The 
modern callectivist state is all about 
salvation now. It is about conifiving 
satisfaction in the lives of men 
through structural action 10 remove 
uncertainty and deprivation. 

People expect religion 10 do 
something for them. They want it to 
give meaning to their lives, or 10 
save them from depression, or 10 
provide a fellowship or a sense of 
service. What is lacking is transcen- 
dance for ils own şake. as a 
neccessary feature of existence. and 
an impression of the awful majest: 
of God. .

it is rather more than that because 
the church is also self-conscious of 
itself as the progenitor of a moral 
ad spiritual dimension in public 
fC. 

The claim made by contemporary 
churchmen to offer a critique of the 
action of the state in what are 
deemed “rnorai” areas of public life 
rests solely on the supposition that 
their critique is derived from the 
principles rather than from expedi- 
ency. In expediency they can lay no 
special claim to experlise or insight, 
Yet in nearly all the major areas of 
social action with which Christianity 
has concerned itself over recent 
decades (and in many purely 
religious issues t00), the church has 
acted in a pragmatic way to avoid 
internal disruption. 

Examples are particularly thick on 
ihe ground in the area to which the 
church used once to bring clear 
insights - matters of personal sexual 
morality or the marriage discipline. 
Thus the church formally condemns 
divorce, but in the later {960s took a 
prominent part in advising the 
government about divorce legis- 
lation. It is at present embroiled in 
the problem of the remarriage of the 
divorced, but its own canons 
logically prohibit any such violation 
of the principle of indissoluble 
marriage. 

It is a method picked up from the 
modern practices of sccular govern- 
ment, where “middle-ground™ solu- 
tions, appeasement, and the avoid- 
ance of principled aclion are 1he 
stock-in-trade of those who also 
declaim high principles btt avoid 
pressing them as a basis of action. 

Callectivism is the third feature of 
the modern state I have identified 
Here the most striking aspect of the 
churches’ response is an adhesion to 
the ideology of collectivism; to the 
expression of moral concern in 
collective terms; to the equating of 


diminished as .the state has suc- 
ceeded to its former functions. 

The second difference is econ- 
omic. Quite a large area of state 
expansion has occurred around the 
agencies of financial administration; 
but much of ihe Church of England’s 
finance is in the hands of a state 
body. the Church Commissioners, 
and the accumulation of ecclesiasti- 
cal bureaucracy has not especially 
reflected 1he need to coordmate 
financial enterprise. 

Bureaucracies have grown 
thro their own internal cxpan- 
sion, in a classic model öf existing 
staff promotiuog the ‘case for the 
growlh of their own activity. 


Although bishops head the leading 
boards of the General Synod, and 
are the central figures onu the 


committees which manage other 
sections of the bureaucracy, their 
real powers are small. 

There has grown up. ard that 
quite rapidly. a class of Anglican 
administrators — with counterparts 
in the other churches and in the 
British Council of Churches — who 
exercise enormous influence, .bit 
whose relationship to the General 
Synod, in the sense of being under 
its effective direction, is slight. 

It is, scarcely an exaggeration 1o 
say that for the last .10 years the 
agenda. of the church has been. set, 
and the atmosphere in which it has 
undertaken its tasks contrived, by a 
small body of permanent officials in 
the central agencies of {he ecclesias- 
tical bureaucracy. ر‎ 

One of the signs of {his - and it 
pervades the entire church today ~ is 
4 preference for pragmalism rather 
than priaciple as the basis of 
collective action. In one sense this is 
merely a continuation of the long 
English tradition of empiricism in 
political management, of a liking for 
policy founded upon expediency 
rather than articulated ideology. But 


Christianity has always taught that 


the state is a divine institution, 
whether it is pagan, as in the first 
centuries of Christianity, or is 
related to Christianity, as in most of 
European history subsequently. It is 
an odd feature of contemporary 
church life in Britain that its leaders, 
noted for declaiming a conviction 
that Christianity must be involved 
with politics to express the Foun-. 
der's insistence on love of nei 
bour, are sceptical, to say the least, 
about identifying the modern British 
state as a divine iastitutiûn. 

To do so would doubiless offend 
against ` their acceptance of social 
pluralism and theif desire to appear 
as critics of the. existing economic 
order. It would remind them also of 
something they would evidently’ 
rather forget — the long history of 
Chrisüan supporli for traditional! 
social authority. The modern church 
sces itself as a church of the poor, a5 


a yeast to leaven social opinion. as a 


conscience to which the world can 
1ucn when it seeks a moral view of 
its purposes. It does hot any longer 
regard itself as the spiritual dimen- 
sion of the state, as the, organized 
basis.of the state's moral sense. 
There is .a paradox, however. 


Although the state has continued to’ 


advance into something approach- 
ing real secularism, the churches, 
while articulating 1heir distance 
from it, are actually as closely 
related to the values and practices of 
government as they have been in the 
past. 

The modern stale in Britain may 
be characterized under four descrip- 
tions: dermocratic and representa- 
tive: bureaucratic: collectivist: and 
secular. The churches have absorbed 
the ideals and practices of each of 
these. The overall result is a quite 
extraordinary harmony between the 
ideals and practices of the churches 
and the practices of the state and 
government. 

Modem churchmen sec them- 
selves as “challenging” the modern 
stale over same of its policies — over 
immigration or nationality laws, for 
example, or over the level of 
financial aid 1o the developing 
world. In reality these “challenges” 
1end to derive from piecemeal 
political objections to individual 
acts of paruicular parties within 
government, and amount to little 
more than a partisan involvement in 
the operation of the constitution. 

The extent to which the church 
has associated itself with the 
democratic process is revealed in the 
sympathy shown by Christian 
bodies 1n England for overseas 
revolutionary movements seeking 
what are contended to be “demo- 
cratic" systems of government It 
was revealcd, more closely perhaps, 
in the voile at the November 1983 
session of the General Synod of the 
Church of England in favour of 
proportional representation (re- 
amirming a previous vole of 1978). 
There may. be many good reasons 
for thc nation to adopt proportional 
representation for its elections, but it 
must be difficult for anyone outside 
the church to see what special 
insights of lhe Gospel distil into this 
consututional refinement. 

In the synods it is the influence of 
the episcopate which has most 
suffered ¬ effeclivec powers of 
decision now usually going, not to 
ih. assembled laity or the lower 
clergy. but to the new bureaucracy 
attached to the permanent offices of 
the General Synod. The whole 
emergenl pattern exaclly parallels 
the country’s secular political ar- 
rangements. 

The burcaucratization of the 
churches is a development closely 
related to governmenial changes. 
Therc are two major differences. 
however. First, the machinery of 
stale haş expanded with the growıh 
of the stale itself in its spheres of 
responsibility and action. The 
machinery of the church: on the 
other hand. has grown at a time 
when 1he church has been in 
noticeable decline, and when its area 
of social action has radically 


for example. are appalled by British 
football hooliganism. punk gang 
violence. and our apparent Prope 
sity for mass murders like ihose 
committed by the Yorkshire Ripper. 

Professor Gérard Vincent, sociol- 
ogist and historian at the Instilut des 
Sciences Polytechiqucs in Paris, says 
that French society functions within 
a framework of what he calls 
contained violence. “Certain behav- 
iour may appcar very violent, but il 
is acıually being conducted accord- 
ing to a specific, subtle code,” he 
says. “In a dispute such as the 
truckers, herc is a consensus on the 
rules thal have to be followed. Each 
side knows how far it can go. We are 
not British: we are a Mednerranean 
people with a Latin temperament 
and we havc a higher limited 
tolerance of aggression and viol- 
ae. 

Bul how docs one lcll when that 
unwritten code has been breached in 
a way that becomes unacceptable 
and threatening to society? Social 
and industrial unrest tends {o go in 
waves. and France scems to be going 
through one of thosc waves al the 
„moment the car  workcrs al the 
‘beginning of the year. the farmers, 
public scctor workers and parents of 
pupils in private schools, now ihe 
truckers and the miners, who last 
week held their first national strike 
in 2! years, though only for 48 
hours. Tomorraow it will be 1he 
steclworkers. and all the other 

ups whose jobs arc bcing 
threatened. 

For the moment, however. the 
students — that supposed barometer 
of the national tnood =~ are quiet and 
have been since last summer. The 
various protest movements are 
largely unrelated and there secms 
nothing to ing them together into 
a more polent force. The unions are 
disunited, and most of them, for all 
their grievances, know thal if they 
push too hard they are liable 1o 
topple a goverment which, if 
„unpopular. iS at leas! preferable 1o a 
right-wing administration.

The fact that France has the 
second highest rate of alcohol 
consumpliin in lhe world (after 
Luxembourg). and ncarly thrce 
times the rate in Britain. helps 
explain the high icıcl of aggression. 
parlicularly in {hc cities. One in ten 
of the population is described 
medically aş an excessive drinker. 
and ıhe rate is much higher among 
men. 

And yet. the casual tourist to 
France sces relatıvcly few real 
drunks, certainly no more than in 
arty other country. The French. with 
the caf¢t bars and brasseries open all 
day ad late into the night, do not go 
in for the heavy, incapacitaling 
drinkirıg bouts that ıhe British, with 
their severely restricted pub licenc- 
ing hours. icnd to do. in France, 
drinking beginş at brcakfast time 
and conlinues at regular intervals 
throughout 1hc day ai a level which 
is coniainable for ihe purposes of 
fairly routine work but which can 
easily prodııce an explosive outburst 
under the slightest provocalion, 

Some say that every nation has iis 
own form of vioteacc. The French,

anarchic individualism, chacun poutr 
sui. and their acceptance of a strong 
authoritarian stale which is held 
ullimalely responsible for every 
thing. 

Onc reason for the violence of so 
many industrial protests in France 
lies. ironically, in the very weakness 
of the unions. By contrast to their 
British counterparts. French unions 
dare poor. badly organized. and often 
out of touch wilh their rank and file. 
Only a fifih of French workers are 
unionized and strıke pay is virtually 
non-existent. Workers cannot there- 
fore afford to indulge in long 
disputes. They have to exert a 
diflerent farm of pressure. That is 
why thez tend to go in for the shorlL 
sharp shock. 

As il struggles {o cope with 
Frances worst economic crisis since 
Ihe war. the present Socialist 
government nmlay stem IO be 
lurching from one industrial dispute 
to another, But such disputes often 
last onty a few days or cven a couple 
of hours, Only I. million days were 
lost because of strikes in France last 
year. less than a third of the number 
1n Britain with roughly the same size 


of workforce, 
Many aspects of French life seem 
more violent than in Britain. 


Behaviour on the roads is one 
notorious cxampie. French drivers 
will push and carve you -up’in an 
incredible display of aggression. 1 
¥ou protest the offending driver is 
liable 1o !eap out of his car. pound 
hıs fîsl against your window and 
hurl abusc. There are regular repûris 
of drivers being shot. 

Virtûally everyone seems 10 own 
a shotgun because fa chasse (which

They are a frighlen- 
ingly provocative sight as they sland 
in their mûssed ranks on sifeel 
sormers. inhuman hehind (htir 
xisored heimtis and riot shiclds, 
bnstling with guns. batons. and tear 
gas $reradv launcters, which almon 
invarıabl¥ wıll be uscd.

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Lives of animals 
in the balance

Sir, The arrogance with which 
scientific man treats animal life has 
been twice exemplified in the past 
week by the disclosure that animals 
are deliberately shat at the Porton 
Down defence establishment {re- 
ports. February 17 and 20). and by 
the announcement {report, February 
16) that the Institute of Animal 
Physiology near Cambridge has 
engineered a "sheep-goat chimera". 


As usual, superbly logical justifi- 
cations have been advanced fbr 
these experiments. As a direct result 
of pigs being shot with high-velocity 
bullets and clamped-down monkeys 
being blasted with small arms at 
shori range. medical services in the 
Falklands conflict were “unsur- 
passed in the history of warfare", 

Similarly. the production cf 
animals halfsheep. halfgoalt is 
defended on t1he grounds that 
endangered species could be rescued 
“by creating conditions in which the 
embryo of a species at risk could be 
reared safely in another species". 


In the former case. doctors 
specializing in war wounds = such as 
those at the Royal Victoria Hospital 
in Belfast - have disclaimed ıhe 
usefulness of such experiments, and 
the suspicion mus! be thal animals 
are being shot not to save lives but 
so that more efficienl weapons can 
be developed. In the latter case, the 
explanation looks like an after- 
thought to justify scienific meddling 
and curiosily. 


In any case, is the amelioration of 
one evil sufficient excuse for ihe 
perpetraiion of another? The ques- 
tion is nol easy: but scientists rarely 
seen lo ask it, exercising instead the 
happy fulfilment of their specialized 
half-minds, leaving moral dilemmas 
10 the exercise of specialized half 
minds in another field. 


It is 25 years since C. P. Snow 
proclaimed the existence of a 
separale scientific “culture™", more 
important for the future of the world 
than the old “intellectual” one of 
academic “Luddites”, Although F. 
R. Leavis challenged Snow's materi- 
alist conceitedness, few since have 
slood up for that human integrity 
and spiritual wholeness which are 


alone likely to prevent technological „ 


irresponsibility, in combination with. 
Orwellian political logicality, from 
destroying the world. 


lt is, of course, t00 idealistic t0 ' 
wish that instead of shooting 
animals to investigate war wounds; 
we might invesligate humans 10 
discover why war is necessary; Or 
That instead of using genetic 
engineering 10 perpetuate En- 
dangered species, we should stop 
endangering them by the ral e 
pollutant and destructive hab} “19 
our materialist societies, 

But though these 1wo incidenf 
may seem minor in the perspectiv: 
of the world’s crisis, they remain 
symptomatic of the nature of the 
world’s disease.

Sir, The condemnation of the 
Government's refusal to change on 
the political levy from opting out {û | 
opting in (as is still the case in 
Northem Ireland) is overshadowing : 
one essential and urgent step. It is to 
protect trade unionists throughout 
the country who, despite the fact 
1hat they state that they do not want 

to pay the levy, nevertheless have it . 
deducted from their wages by their 
employer, and many of them do not 
get their money back. 

The Trade Union Act, 1913, 
states that this should not be done 
unless there are special difficulties. 
Trade unions and employers hide 
behind this by arguing that in the 
days of the computer it is difficult to 
exempt trade unionists who have 
stated that they do not wish to 
support the Labour Party.

Sir, Much has been said and written 
about Scott Lithgow; yet relatively 
liıtle effort has been made to make 
systematic calculalions about the 
consequences of alternative courses 
of acon for the British economy a5 
a whole. 

In this regard even evidently 
minimal cost-benefit analysis suf- 
fices to establish thar it is most 
unlikely that construction of an 
alternative to the 2002 rig abroad 
would be in the British national 
interest, It also serves as a reminder 
that any part of the value added by a 
rescue and subsequent operations at 
Scott Lithgow which leaks abroad 
could not be counted as a direct 
benefit to the British economy. 

The aggregate number of hourly- 
pald workers, supervisory and 
administrative staff required to 
complete the rig at Scott Lithgow 
may reasonably be put at 1.825. If 
1hıs number remains in empioy- 
ment, the present value of savings to 
the Treasury would be at least 
£21.4m. This saving comes, of

ft may be noted that redundancy 
accounts for £14.3m, so that this 
figure measures lhe. additional, 
initial cost of the Bechtel proposal to 
close the yard for a brief, interim 
period.

C34P teams can work together. 
The survey process also concen-= 
trates thc attention of the 
recipients of questionnaires on 
the difficulties of their paricu- 
tar community. The likelihood is 
thaı second and subsequcnl 
questionnaires would receive a 
better response than 1he firs. 

Certainly. a radical change in 
attitudes, typical of experiences 
in other participating areas, is 
illusırated by Mr Black's 
account. “The most irnporlant 
achievement so far is that the 
spiri1 of cooperation is now 
more evident than at any time 
in the past”, he said. “Many 
employers in Hull didn’t even 
speak 1o one another. That has 
disappeared. The civic heads 
are more co-operalive with 
businessmen than they have 
ever been. Hull is determined to 
help itself 10 overcome its 
problems - an attitude thal was 
noticeably absent during the 
period of the survey", 

Face-to-facemeelings are 
equally important. More than 
80 conferences, most of them 
attended by 100 or more 
employer representatives have 
been organized in the past year 
either specifically to discuss 
survey reports, or 10 consider 
local unemployment generally. 

Starting with the nomination 
of a senior executive of a 
Ieading local employer as 
chairman, the programme of 
conferences, meelings and visits 
als repealed as often as is 
necessary in order to meet the 
local target for training places. 

The focus during the next 12 
months will move progressively 
towards providing more perma- 
nent occupalion for youth 
ırainees. In the Luton area, 
wherc a cormparalively early 
CAP scheme started in April 
1982, Vauxhall the leading 
local employer, has already 
announced its intention to fund 
an extra year of training for 
people on their Youth Training 
1ntake who have not got jobs by 
the age of 17. But a variety of 
pilot measures, and experi- 
ments relating to job sharing, 
new shift arrangements, further 
education and promotion of 
government employment sub- 
sidies are being discussed. 

A smudy of the extent of local 
employment problems has in- 
evitably led many of the 
surveyors to look at potential 
solutions, even though they 
may not consider them to be 
strictly within their terms of 
reference. In setting up the

The starting poidi of the leading

aduli vearş and sound mind has a 
nght to determine what shall be 
done wih his own body.” 

In Reikll v Hughes the Supreme 
Coun of Canada rejected the 
concept that an uninformed consent 
to surgery was iol a irue consent, 

His Lordship was satişfied thal as 
a maiter of English law a consent 
was nol vitiated by a failure on the 
part of the doctor lo give (he patient 
sufficient information before. the 
cûnsenl was given. l1 was only if the 
consent was obtained by fraud or 
miisreprescutation thal il could be 
said’ that an apparenı1 consent was 
not a ruc conserL That was the 
position in the criminal law: see R » 
Clarence ((I|&88) 22 QBD 23. 431. 

In thê conteat of medical 
dıagnosis and trearmenL ihe law 
was content tO adopt the standard of 
1he ordinary skillcd medical man 
uxercising and professing that 
special skull. 

Hıs Lordship did not regard it as 
self-evident ihat the samç was true 
of the duty of disclosure. That was 
not intended aş a criticism of the 
medical profession whose members 
were dedicated to saving life and 
maintaining healıh. 

The concrssion that a patient who 
was of sound mind. sufficient age 
and capable of cxercising a choice 
was entilled to grant or withhold 
consent lo Ircatment as hc saw fit 
musi carry with i1 some duty 10 give 
ınformation to the patient which 
would enable him, if so minded, to 
reach a rational decısion. 

What information should be 
disclosed. and how and when, was 
very much a matter for professional 
judgment ım the coniiexst of Lhe 
doclor’s relationship with a particu- 
lar patıem ın particular circum» 
StIneeês. ۰ 

The general duty of a doctor to 
dısclose information 10 his patient 
was 1O take such action by way of 
gıırıng or withholding information 
3s was reasonable in all the 
cırcumslances of which the doclor 
knew or ought lo have known. 
including the paticn!’s true wishes. 
wılh a view to placing he palıent ir 
a position io make a ralional choice 
whether or not to accept the doctor's 
reconımendation. 

The definition of the duty of care 
was a mailer for the law and the 
courts who could not stand ıdly hy if 
the profession. by an excess of 
paternalism, denied their patients a 
real choice. The law would not 
permıt the medical profession to 
play God. 

The test was 10 add just one 
qualıfying word (“righily") to the 
law ûs ihe judge summarised il: 


Tih and sixth verlebrac. An 
opcration in December 1960 was 
successful. Mrs Şidaway described 
Mr Faleonur as “a man of very, very 
ftw words”. 

In 1973 the paır recurred and Mr 
Falconcr Invited her to attend his 
out-patient clinic.

The risk cf damagc lo the spinal 
column appeared tû be much less 
than thal to the root of a nerve. But 
Ihe consequences of damage lo the 
spinal column were very much 
more serious. In Mrs Sıdaway’s case 
whatever went wrung produced a 
severe impairment on her right side 
and sume tll cflecls on lhe lefi, Her 
loss had heen assessed at £67,000. 

The judge had concluded that Mr 
Falconer did not tell Mirs Sidaway 
thar ı1 was an operation of choice or 
E clevlive operation” and thal 
whıle he told her ofthe possibility of 
disturbing a nerve root, he did nol 
refer to the danger of damage to the 
spınal cord.

Thus the Maxi 
and Allegro, with their front-wheel 
drive and transverse engines, be- 
came Austins, and the Marina, a 
basic vehicle designed for fleet users, 
was designated a Morris. 

The idea at least had the merit of 
uying to give the marques a 
distinctive personality. though it

The passing of Morris may not be 
as widely moumed as that of 
Triumph for it is a long time since 
t1he marque had a separate identity.

A self-made man with no formal 
training as an engineer or in [inacne, 
William Morris built his fortune 
partly on shrewd salesmanship, but 
also on the realization that it could 
be cheaper to buy in components, 
thai to make them himself, a 
practice 1haı has become motor 
tndustry orthodoxy, For his engines 
he went as far as Detroit, where he 
got them for £18 instead of £50 in 
Britain. 

After the First World War he cut 
dramatically ihe prices of his cars, 
calculating that he would more than 
compensate for the lost revenue by 
increasing sales. The move was 
brilliantly successful: he sold 3,000 
cars in 1921 and 55,000 in 1925. 
From then until the outbreak of the 
Second World War, Morris was the 
largest British manufacturer,
